Discusalans with tlie R 8 G Staff on, 
timeliness of reporting were deferred for two weeks following my arrival 
by the illness of the Chief and the absence of hi® deputy „ Hr » Ha-ytUsc 
Charming w&s informed of GMIC** concern over timely dissemination of the 
Weekly Progress Reports and advance copies of EG reports. He advise® 
that both series are dispatched to REG Washington by "fast pouch „ M Cable 
dispatch of the progress reports is not practical because of a current 
drive to reduce message content. Mr, Charming has,, since 2 September, sent 
two memoranda to REG Washington urging improvement of communications with 
GMIC. OSse problem is reportedly complicated by the lack of a direct 
channel from REG to GMIC - XDC must approve dissemination. Recent 
delays in dissemination of EG Reports have been due to a breakdown of 
reproduction facilities,
